The Sixtieth Congress could be called 
together soon after March 4th and 
have ample time to perfect a bill dur- 
ing 1907—an off year in politics— 
before the excitement of the Presi- 
dential canvass begins.

TRUST MAGNATES HELP G. O. P

November 16, 1906. 
Editor Gazette: —While thinking 
it over I find it has just been one 
month since I arrived at Los Angeles. 
California is the tourists paradise; 
no person can convey a correct idea 
of the lovely scenes which here meet 
the eye. The climate and scenery, 
especially of Southern California, its 
mammothTtrees, its charming cities 
and villages, embowered in drives 
and lovely flowers, orchards produc- 
ing delicious fruits, its sun, its moun- 
tain breezes, combine to make it the 
pleasure seekers Mecca.

Will You Help? 


This week there is going out from 


Moon -Heat. 


Many people suppose that moonlight 


possesses great potency and has a won- 
derful influence on or over animate 
and inanimate things on our planet, 
luch persons should remember that 
moonlight is only reflected sunlight 
and that the quality and quantity of 
the light thus reflected are not -what is 
generally imagined. In fact, it is a 
rruth which has often been demonstrat- 
ed by the speculative astronomers that 
it would take 618,000 full moons to 
afford an amount of light equal to that 
emitted by the sun, and, furthermore, 
there is only sky space for 75,000 such 
disks. 
Some heat comes from moon- 


light. However, it is in quantities so 
small that it cannot be measured by 
ordinary 
instruments. 
Flammarion 


says that the amount of heat emitted 
by a full moon while at its zenith can- 
not be more than one eighty-thou- 
sandth of the amount that the sun sup- 
plies when standing on the meridian 
on a favorable day in July. Such be- 
ing the case, it is really surprising 
that intelligent people should consider 
that the inoori has such a wonderful 
"influence" over terrestrial affairs. 


Tile Rhinoceros Bird. 


Among the birds not commonly found 


is the rhinoceros bird, from the Trans- 
vaal. Buffel pikker is its Dutch name. 
Its habits are remarkable and its plum- 
age unusual. Small flocks accompany 
most of the large antelopes, the buffa- 
loes and the rhinoceroses in South Af- 
rica and run all over the creatures' 
bodies, picking off flies and insects. 
When an enemy approaches the buffel 
pikkcts sit in a line with heads raised 
on the back of the animal they are at- 
tending, like sparrows on a roof ridge, 
and signal ''the enemy in sight." The 
plumage is curiously close, uniform and 
compact, so much so that the bird has 
an artificial look, as if covered with 
painted satin and not with feathers. 
The general tint of the body is cinna- 
mon brown, with yellow beak and legs, 
giving the color effect of a brown and 
yellow iris.

Ten Killed by Doctor 


As a result of experiments with 


cholera virus at Bilibide prison, Ma- 
nila, P. I., ten prisoners out of twen- 
ty-four who 
were inoculated have 


died. The experiments were conduct- 
ed by Dr. R. P. Strong, of the Bureau 
of Science. The death of the prison- 
ers took place a few days after they 
were inoculated. 
It is declared by 


the investigators that the fatalities 
resulted from contamination of virus 
with the bubonic plague virus. Chol- 
era virus is in constant use there and 
it has proved beneficial previously. 
It has been used in Spain in thous- 
ands of cases and with excellent re- 
sults.

Strong and declared that the com- 
mission would take care of the fam- 
ilies of the dead prisoners.
